NOT A THING TO CHEER FOR 

The substance of it all is that the Govern- 
ment, in this the sixth year of the depression, 
is meeting the legislature with no hint what- 
ever any constructive policy designed to 
deal in any fundamental way with the insup- 
portable’ conditions arising therefrom.

Patients with hemorrhoids frequently say 
nothing about their trouble, preferring to suf 
This attitude, while common 
enough, prevents a cure. Most patients past 
forty will be found to have hemorrhoids in 
some degree. The suffering and inconvenience 
which they endure is un- 
necessary and avoidable as 
this disorder can so often be 


fer in. silence.

Hemorrhoids are vari- 
cose tumors and an external 
hemorrhoid is one which 
is located on the outside, 
while an internal hemorr-

hoid originates on the inside 
of the intestinal wall, being covered with mu- 
cous membrane. The internal type frequently 
become sore, tender and raw and may pro- 
trude or “come down.” In the bleeding hem- 
orrhoids there is an escape of blood. In severe 
cases, hemorrhoids cause considerable distress 
during standing or walking. Usually if one 
hemorrhoid forms, several will develop. 

On account of the presence of many sen- 


sitive nerves in the last few inches of the 
intestine, hemorrhoids are likely to be ex- 
tremely painful. The pains are described by 
the patient as gnawing, sticking, bearing 
down, and so on. In some cases, itching may be 
noticeable. Hemorrhoids also produce nerv- 


ous symptoms and the patient with hemorrhoids 
may be troubled with nervousness which he 
cannot explain. 

The chief cause of hemorrhoids is constipa- 
tion. A contributing cause is the arrangement 
of the veins at this particular point which 
favors the development of hemorrhoids. Often 
the pressure of prolapsed organs will prevent 
the veins from draining normally and pro- 
duce a congestion. Liver trouble is also a 
frequent cause as the portal circulation from 
the intestine to the diver may become sluggish. 
The cure of hemorrhoids consists in relieving 
the constipation or prolapsus and in the use 
of special local treatments. 

To secure the best results the first step in 
the treatment is to overcome constipation. I 
would suggest that the patient use a short fruit 
fast. The fast is of value in relieving inflam- 
mation and congestion and in most cases the 
hemorrhoids will reduce more rapidly from the 
use of the fast than from any other method. 
The patient should use the whole fruit as this 
supplies bulk. The roughage will be non-irri- 
tating and will provide the intestines with 
sufficient material to aid in elimination. 

At the same time that the fast is being used, 
the patient should try using a simple home 
reatment. If you would like the instructions 
regarding this home treatment, write to me, 
enclosing 1 large, self-addressed envelope and 
ask for 2 articles on Hemorrhoids. With your 
letter enclose 6c in stamps to help pay your 
part of the cost of mailing. A diet will be 
included with my reply. 

The average case will be completely re- 
lieved by using the treatment I recommend, 
however, there are a few cases where the 
trouble has gone too far and treatment by the 
injection method or electrical treatment may 
be advisable. Which treatment is to be pre- 
ferred depends upon the individual case.

With factory goods close to 


normal prices and the ability to 
buy them reduced to half, the 
total factory out-put just natur- 
ally slumped to half, Producers 
could not buy more and the fac- 
tories laid off half of their work- 
ers, having only half work to do 
But if factory prices had also 
been reduced to half, then the 
producers with their half income 
could buy the whole out-put of 
the factories and no workers 
would have been laid off 

It would entail some hardship 
to cut factory prices in half but 
no hardship for many factory 
prices to have been reduced much 
lower and fewer workers laid off, 
It is a much greater hardship for 
the public to feed a million of 
these people on relief, Under a 
democratic government our votes 
can automatically hinder or 
quicken the adjustment of these 


men back to work. 

Under Mr. Bennett's protective 
tariff, manufacturers were not 
compelled to reduce prices so as 
to employ more people, even 
when their earnings would buy 
factory goods and help to keep 
factories busy They did not 
look at it that way. Prices were 
set to make the best financial 
showing, while the protective tar- 
iff kept competing goods away. 

A revenue tariff, besides sup- 
plying much needed revenue and 
retaining a sufficient handicap 
on competition, compels these 
manufacturers, much _ against 
their will, to reduce prices in or 
der to stay in business or in other 
words to supply their goods at a 
price in line with other prices 
Under this condition, many more 
factory workers would have been 
employed 

Mr. Bennett introduced a new 
national policy in 1930 and was 


elected with a large majority to 
parliament on statements to the 
electors that imports, including 


butter from New Zealand, would 
be stopped. He and his followers 
claimed that making these im- 
ports in Canada would make 
work for Canadians, instead of 
for foreigners. These statements 
have proved to be fallacious. 
They claimed to be practical 
men and spurned the trade 
theories of the Liberals. But they, 
as practical men, did not follow 
their own advice and make these 
imports in Canada, during the 
last five years when they had the 
opportunity to do so, They how- 


ever did their best to stop im- 
ports, half the selling price of 
which represents the total 
receipts from our exports. The 
other half represents Canadian 
labor hauling imports in-land, 
handling and selling them and 


hauling exports to sea-board 
Our imports were 842 million 
dollars less in 1933 than in 1930

Canadian labor was stopped from 
transporting, storing and selling 
the goods, that at retail prices 
amounted to double or 842 mil 
lion dollars a year.

Fight hundred and forty-two 
million dollars would give 842,000 
men $1000 each but it was not 
distributed that way as rent, fuel 
water, light, repairs, insurance 
taxes, dividends, ete., had to be 
paid out of it.
